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Good Year to Control Mesquite 
Brash, According to SCS Official 


AUSTIN — Texas Liquor 
Control Board is heading for 
an early showdown test of its 
new get-tough policies on sub­ 
terfuge private clubs. 
In a surprise order. 
the 
Board outlawed cash sales in 
all bottle clubs. 
Some club operators, who 
already 
were 
complaining 
m ightly about an earlier LCB 
directive prohibiting manager- 
me rn hers from issuing guest 
cards 
to walk-in customers, 
were hard hit. One promptly 
filed a lawsuit here to en­ 
join the board’s regulations. 
N et result of the cash sale 
requirement will be to elim i­ 
nate the casual guests, since 
operators 
wouldn’t 
want 
to 
run the risk of granting total 
strangers a month’s credit for 
a highly-perishable commodity. 
Hotel-m otel clubs who ex­ 
pect to solve the problem by 
putting club charges on room 
tabs may find the Board s defi­ 
nition of a cash sale quite re­ 
strictive: “It shall be deemed 
that a cash sale 
has been 
made if payment for a ser­ 
vice or commodity is made 
on the same date or within 
eight hours after the occurance 
of such service or the delivery 
of such commodity.’' 
Clubs also received a long 
list of new instructions for 
keeping records and running 
their affairs according to by­ 
laws and through boards of 
directors. 
More rules are expected to 
be forthcoming from the LCB. 
Times may be hard for all 
but strictJy-private and prop­ 
er clubs in the near future. 
LCB 
Attorney 
Lynwood 
Elliott said he thinks the cash 
sale directive 
will restrict 
clubs: “I feel, quite frankly, 
that when you 
prohibit a 
club from making a cash sale 
it will be less inclined to serve 
the public at large and will 
start serving properly screen­ 
ed members." 
Situation 
is expected to 
bring 
new 
pressures 
for 
liquor-by-the-drink 
legaliza­ 
tion. Club owner claim they 
are being made political foot­ 
balls. 
RIOT CONTROL TRAIN­

"Conditions are in the mak­ 
ing for a good year to spray 
nesquite brush,” reports Garth 
McCallum of the Soil Con­ 
servation Service. 
Mesquite 
tret's, which are now putting 
forth their first leaves, should 
make 
vigorous 
growth 
this 
year 
due 
to 
the 
surplus 
moisture received during the 
past winter and spring. 
The SCS recommends that 
aerial spraying be done dur­ 
ing a period of 40-90 days 
after the first leaves appear in 
the spring. 


Extension Sendee 
Giving Instruction 
To Fire Depts. Here 


W. B. (Cotton) Dorman of 
the extension service of T ex­ 
as A & M University is giv­ 
ing instruction to the Hamlin 
Volunteer 
Fire 
Department 
and other fire departments in 
this area. 
The course is approximately 
15 hours long and covers hose 
loads, pumping, effective fire 
streams, tank fires, and help­ 
ful suggestions on using the 
equipment 
the department 
has 
to the best advantage. 
This week’s drill will conclude 
the instruction. 
Dorman is a former fire­ 
man and Fire Chief of M e­ 
ridian. 
The Dodge and Seagraves 
trucks 
of the local depart­ 
ment were recently inspected 
and approved by Joe Hackler 
of the Fire Prevention and 
Engineering Bureau of Texas. 


Herbicides 
move 
through 
the mesquite plant from the 
leaves to the bud zone below 
the ground line. ‘T his is why 
it is important for the trees 
to have 
full, well-developed 
foliage, and be actively grow­ 
ing at the time of spraying," 
said McCallum. 
Research at the Spur Ex­ 
periment Station over a ten 
year period has shown that 
mesquite control is worth a 
dollar per acre each year in 
increased cattle gains alone 
The pesky mesquite requires 
from 
1700-1900 
pounds 
of 
water to produce one pound of 
dry plant material; only 300- 
400 pounds of water is neces­ 
sary to produce the same a- 
mount of desirable grasses. 
Besides robbing the soil of 
moisture, the mesquite limits 
nutrients, sunlight, and space 
needed for grasses to grow 
Mesquite 
brush 
also 
causes 
problems in handling livestock, 
which 
adds to the cost of 
producing beef. 
Current 
recommendations 
for aerial spraying of mesquites 
are for the application of one- 
half pound per acre of 2,4,5-T 
mixed in one gallon of diesel 
oil and enough water to make 
a total of four gallons. 
Cost-sharing assistance for 
spraying mesquite is available 
through 
the 
county ASCS 
Office. Special soil and w ater 
conservation loans for brush 
control purposes are handlel 
through 
the Farmers 
Home 
Administration.
